Monday was field day for the new 


furrowing-out 
machines which have 


been invented of recent months in the 
Covina valley, and which are interest- 
ing the ranchers to a marked degree. 


Demonstrations of 
these machines 


were held at the ranch of Bingham T. 
Wilson, and at the ranch of Robert 
H. Trapnell, both men being the inven- 
tors of entirely different machines. Mr. 
Wilson's inventions is a machine that 
makes four straight furrows, with an 
additional shovel attached to an arm 
that is shot out onto the "middles" 
between the trees. This device works 
very smoothly, making a gradual turn 
in toward the center between the trees, 
where it makes a straight furrow for 
the distance between the trees, and is 
again drawn out, connecting with the 
outside furrow at both ends. 
This 


gives an uninterrupted flow of water 
from the outside furrow into this "mid- 
dle" furrow. 


Mr.,Wilson says that he has studied 


and worked for three years on this in- 
vention, and that ho believes the 
troubles of the rancher in getting water 
between the trees are at an end. In 
order to wet the "middles" under the 
old system the rancher has to cross- 
furrow between the trees, 
and 
tnis 


means that he must do a great- deal of 
hand-shoveling to connect and strength- 
en the furrows before water is turned 
in. 
Using Mr. Wilson's machine it is 


possible to make four straight furrows 
and one curving one, and to allow the 
water to follow in immediately after 
the furrows have been made. 


One of the"*points in favor of this 


machine alluded to by the inventor is 
that the old furrow-out system must 
be done a day in advance of getting 
the water, and that the furrows turn 
up the small roots to the sun, and that 
a great deal of natural moisture is lost 
in the interim before the water arrives. 
It is often a fact that a rancher will 
get his ranch ready for the water, and 
that for some reason he will not receive 
the water for several days, in the mean- 
time the ranch being subjected to a 
baking heat on the upturned roots. 


Mr. Wilson says that his new machine 


can be used just ahead of the water 
if the rancher desires. The device that 
causes the fifth shovel arm to extend 
into the "middles" is worked with a 
small trip from the scat of the tractor. 
The machine is made for a tractor pull, 
but can also be used with horses. 


THE TRAPNELL MACHINE. 
Mr. Trapnell, who is comparatively a 


newcomer in the valley, has his ranch 
at the corner of Grand avenue and Ba- 
dillo street. 
He is an optician and 


maker of optical goods and machinery, 
but has retired from this work. 


It was during a hard struggle that 


he and his son were having with the 
preparations for irrigating that he be- 
gan to think of a machine that would 
do away with a large amount of the 
work.

signed to make the "taps" or the 
•splits" in the double furrows, so that 
;he water will run into both furrows 
nstead of straight down the furrow. 
The old system has been to first make 
the furrows, and then to follow the 
work with what is known as a tapper, 
which tapped a hole in the ridge, thus 
connecting the two furrows and at the 
same time piled up the dirt in the form 
of a dam. 


The Trapnell machine makes two fur- 


rows, and back of the furrowing shovels 
is the tapping device, much the same 
in design as the old tapping plate of 
sheet iron. It works with a trip from 
the seat of the tractor, and with one 
touch of the operator's hand will dig 
out the tau, pile of the dirt, jump the 
dam it has made, and leave the furrows 
ready for irrigation without any need 
of hand shoveling. 


Demonstrations of both these ma- 


chines, at the Wilson and the Trapnell 
ranch, were made on Monday of this 
week, with large crowds of interested 
ranchers present. Other demonstrations 
will be held when groups of ranchers 
wish to see the machines in operation, 
the inventors said. 


COVINA MANUFACTURE. 


In both cases the inventors said that 


they wanted to make the machines in 
Covina in case that the ranchers show- 
ed so much interest that the inventions 
would prove practicable. 
That there 


is no doubt but that a great step for- 
ward has been made in the matter of 
both inventions is shown by the state- 
ments made by ranchers at the demon- 
strations. 


All the heavy parts for the Trapnell 


machine were made by A. Nigg & Son 
of Covina. while the lighter parts were 
made by Mr. Trapnell and his son at 
their ranch. 
The success of these ma- 


chines may mean that two manufactur- 
ing plants may be in Covina. 


Meanwhile, A. Nigg & Son have had 


very good response in connection with 
the furrowing machine they have made.

which runs by electric current, some- 
thing similar to the egg-nog mixers now 
in use. The machine squeezes a lemon 
and ejects the juice into a glass, all in 
about two seconds. 


When you contemplate the fact that 


an enormous amount of lemons would 
be utilized in this fashion, if even half 
the soda fountains of the country were 
supplied with these machines, it would 
seem that the Exchange could afford to 
make a fountain proprietor a present 
of such a machine, and distribute the 
cost over a number of years of the 
lemon industry. 


There is no recipe or any other knoWn 


use of the lemon that uses up the stock 


so fast as that of making lemonade. 
Everyone likes lemonade. It is not sold 
in large quantity because of the time 
it takes to make an order. The time of 
tho clerk is more valuable in serving 
prepared drinks. Therefore, all syrups 
and other ready-to-order beverages are 
best advertised, and are suggested by 
the clerk. Lemonade, if served at all, 
is from a jar of liquid that has been 
made by the synthetic process. It isn't 
good, the clerk knows it isn 't good, and 
the proprietor hopes that the public will 
bo discouraged in getting a good lemon 
ado. This works out the way the pro 
prietor wants it to work out, and the 
druggist or soft drink man cannot be 
blamed for suppressing an article thai 
prevents him frjom selling something in 
which there is nToro profit. 


But with a rapid crushing machine 


there is no reason why the lemonade 
should not come back into favof. A rea 
lemonade ice cream soda is one of the 
most delicious of drinks. The lemon 
growers should give this matter thought
